As  a nonprofit  organization  doing  business  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  A.  Philip  Randolph

A member  of  the  public  who  wishes  to  request  additional  financial  information  other  than  that  described  above, 
or  who  has  a complaint  concerning  APRISF’s  compliance  with  the  ordinance,  may  submit  their  request  or 
complaint  to  APRISF’s  Director  of  Finance.  The  Director  of  Finance  will  reply  within  10  business  days  of 
receiving  the  request  or  complaint. 

If  the  member  of  the  public  feels  that  the  Director  of  Finance’s  response  to  their  request  or  complaint  does  not 
comply  with  the  ordinance,  or  a response  is  not  received  within  10  business  days,  the  member  of  the  public  may 
submit  their  request  or  complaint  to  APRISF’s  Executive  Director. 

If  the  member  of  the  public  feels  that  the  Executive  Director’s  response  does  not  comply  with  the  ordinance,  or 
a response  is  not  received  within  10  business  days,  the  member  of  the  public  may  submit  their  request  or 
complaint  to  the  appropriate  City  agency.
